It started with 14, dropped to 13, and 
now we’re left with six. With the first 
week of the finals underway, we preview 
each side’s chances of holding the cup 
aloft. 


PERTH GLORY 
Coach: Mitch D’Avray 


Record: 16 wins, 7 draws, 1 loss 


Perth Glory bolted home with the minor 
championship and it’ll be interesting to 
see how they perform in the finals. 
D’Avray has been involved in a number 
of finals campaigns as Bernd Stange’s 
assistant and he’ll no doubt have his 
own theories as to what went wrong in 
previous campaigns, 


Glory has been solid right throughout, 
with few goals conceded and many 
scored. Bobby Despotovski and Damian 
Mori form the most formidable strike 
force in the league, while Jason Petkovic 
leads by example at the opposite end. 


It’s not a question of whether Perth is 
good enough to win, it will be a test of 
mental toughness, and whether they 
can overcome the disappointments of 
previous seasons. Last season they 
were totally outplayed by the Knights at
